at nothing short of burning down the 
entire village before he stops, mem- 
bers of the Roscoe school board who 
are really the 'goats" and other more 
level headed Roscoe citizens think 
the fire which destroyed an old coal 
house valued at about $25 on the 
rear of Fred Landerman's tot in Ros- 
coe. Wednesday night at 11 o'clock 
was a great big bluff and the school 
board isn't going to be frightened one 
bit. 


Last New Year's morning the Ros- 


coe school building was destroyed by 
fire. A few weeks later Mr. Lander- 
man. Prof. Lyons and Robert Greer 
received annonymous letters printed 
with a lead pencil on coarse paper 
all being sad attempts of someone to 
give the impression that the writer 
was an illiterate person. The letters 
threatened the propeity of the school 
board and that of Messrs. Landerman 
and Lyons if they continued allow- 
ing tuition students to attend 
the 


Roscoe s'chools. 
They or he or it 


said that 
anyone who would burn 


down a school building would not stop 
at going a little bit further. The let- 
ter addressed to Mr. Landerman and 
which never reached the gentleman 
in person objected to Miss Osborne, 
a teacher in the schools, boarding at 
Landerman's home. 
The impression 


v/as given it was the general opinion 
that Miss Osborne was secured 
to 


teach tuition students. School start- 
ed Wednesday morning with tuition 
students in attendance 


Monday night Mr. Landerman was 


at the home of one of his neighbors 
when he heard the bell on the White 
church ring an alarm of fire. 
He 


rushed from the house to find his 
coal house burning. In spite of the 
fact that a bucket brigade was form- 
ed the building burned to the ground. 


A woman living near the Lander- 


man home discovered the fire. She 
went to the home of a neighbor and 
raised thc alaim. A man named Ost- 
ler went to the White church where 
revival services were being held and 
rang the bell arousing the citizens. 


As County Recorder Stipes, a mem- 


ber of the school board, expressed it 
Thursday morning it seems strange 
that had anyone cared to do Lander- 
man any serious damage they would 
have had had a splendid opportunity 
Wednesday night. 
There was 
no 


one at home and it would have been 
a very easy matter to have applied 
a torch to the I^anderman home. But 
instead the fircbug.-—and it is ceitain 
that it was a firebug—chose an aban- 
doned coal house on thc rear end of 
thc lot for his little bon-fire The coal 
house contained nothing of valut—it 
v.-as practically empty. 


unknown person, 
now accused 
by 


many of setting fire to the Lander- 
man coal house, is laboring under the 
same impression that many of our 
citizens are—thinking that the extra 
teacher is employed by reason of the 
fact that theie are tuition pupils in 
the Roscoe schools. That is not the 
case; we would have to have the ex- 
tra teacher whether there were any 
tuition pupils or not. The board is 
not to blame, the tuition pupils are 


is not 


to blame. 
The law stepped in and 


told us what we had to do. A-I in- 
spector went over our school and 
said the three lower grades were en- 
tirely too crowded and that we would 
have to get an extra teacher and pro- 
vide an extra room. So we engaged 
Miss Florence Osborn, of Columbus, 
an excellent teacher. 
We did 
not 


need an extra teacher in the high 
school as there are not enough pu- 
pils, both of Roscoe and tuition, in 
that department to necessitate 
an 


extra teacher. 


"Many 
years 
ago 
Roscoe 
was 


wrought over a similar fight. At that 
time Prof. Shaw was the teacher and 
there were from 75 to 100 tuition pu- 
pils, so famous were the schools; an 
effort was made to build an addition 
to the school house to accommodate 
the pupils and it was bitterly fought 
and defeated. 


"Tuition pupils have nothing to do 


with the hiring of an extra teacher. 
She is here to teach lower grades and 
where all the pupils are Roscoe chil- 
dren. The state peremptorily told us 
to do it and we had to." 


It is understood that Fred Lander- 


man had ordered a wagonload of coal 
delivered in his coal house yeste'day 
but the driver couldn't get to it; or 
he would also have lost coal as well 
as the empty shed.
